A REM ED Y FOR AGRICULTURAL 
DEPRESSION. 
Senator Voorhees, of Indiana, bas a 
resolution b tfsee the senate which seeks 
to remedy the present aguoultnral de­ 
pression. In his speech on the ques­ 
tion he said he proposed to aid the ferm­ 
is in the icqr iry aa to the causes of the 
existing depression. It was a notorious 
and self-evident truth, he said, that the 
tariff, ae it now stood, increased the far­ 
mers’ expense acoonnt from 35 to IOO per 
cent on every implement of industry 
with which be toiled, and last year bind­ 
ing twice had been enhanced to 18 cents 
a pound by the tariff and twine trust. 
He declared that not only had there been 
no increase in 1he value cf land for the 
last quarter cf a century, but there bad 
been an absolute loss of 33 per cent. If 
the improved farm lands cf the United 
States were pot to sale to-day, under the 
most favorable circumstances they would 
not, he said, on a general average realize 
more than two-thirds of what their value 
had been twenty-five years ago. 
Mr. Voorhees’ rest lotion was intro­ 
duced for buncombe sake. He knows 
as well as any man in the United States 
that no resolution in the senate or any­ 
where else will increase the pi ice of grain 
or enhance the value of farm lands* But 
that makes no matter with Mr. Voorhees. 
His motive is to excite the agricultural 
communities if he can, and make them 
believe that democratic legistation will 
give them abondance and make them 
happy. 
He proposes five remedies— 
1. Tariff reform. 
2. A full supply of 
legal tender 
money. 
3. The free coinage of silver. 
4. The suppression by law of gam­ 
bling in futures. 
5. A liberal policy of pensione. 
I* may be saiddn answer to these five 
points that— 
I. The republicans have framed a re 
form tariff bill which is especially favor­ 
able to farmers. 
. 2. The “fall supply of legal toner 
money,” is a revival of the old greenback 
theory that the government can issue an 
unlimited amount of paper without bas­ 
ing the issue on anything which sug­ 
gests a redemption. 
3. It the coinage of twenty five mil­ 
lions cf silver a year will not relieve sg- 
griculturel depression, eau there any 
permanent good come out of the remedy 
Voorhees suggests? 
4. The snpression of gambling in fu­ 
tures would be a good thing for the mor­ 
als of the country, and the Gazette be­ 
lieves, for the producers of grain. 
The pension policy of the government 
is now more liberal than that cf any 
other government in the world, and is 
still growing more liberal, so that about 
one-third of the receipts of the govern­ 
ment is paid to pensioners. It is diffi­ 
cult to see what influence a pension pol­ 
icy can have on the price of farm pro­ 
ducts^ 
It is very clear tnat Mr. Voorhees doe5 
not know anything cf the price of the 
^implements of industry with which the 
farmer toils,’’ for there never was a time 
under free trade when agricultural im­ 
plements weie as 'cheap and thoroughly 
well made as now. 
Every farmer in 
America who can remember anything c-f 
the “yeait5 before 1861” will refresh his 
memory yy th this fact. 
TheD, again, 
does Mr. Voorhees remember a time 
when nuder “tariff reform” a farmer 
could bay cheaper household necessities 
than he can ia 1890 ?

When opposite the opera house and 
near the entrance to tile Hotel M u n r o e 
she was seen to rein up her hoise and 
stop. 
She leaned forward and picked 
up a paste board box from the b ut on of 
the buggy, opened it. took out a ( e v o l­ 
ver. and with all the coolness possible 
and w ithout any signs of excitement 
placed tile muzzle against lier left breast 
and fired. 
She threw up her arms, and a< -lie fell 
forward 
in the 
buggy the revolver 
dropped into the street. 
The horse, in­ 
stead of being alarmed at the import of 
the revolver, turned toward the curbing 
and stopped directly in front of th*' < n- 
trance to the Hotel Munroe. 
A number of citizens on the opposite 
side of the street heard the report of the 
revolver, one of whom, John McGraw, 
rushed toward the buggy and was just 
in time to catch the young lady in his 
arms as she was about to pi»<*!i head firs! 
into the street.

the past three years she has been 
mented by a villain who has persist 
writing to her and her friends letters 
Threatening her life aud defaming hor 
character. 
T he scoundrel has baffled all attempts 
to fasten the authorship of the letters 
upon him. The girl was finally sent away 
from home to escape him hut his letters 
overtook her and she at !a>t despaired of 
getting rid of the torture by any ot; <-i 
mode than death. 
She left a letter tell­ 
ing why she took her life a n i giving 
full directions as to her funeral.

JURY-BRIBING

Tho district attorney proposes to push 
a thorough investigation and says that 
he will implicate a num berof prominent 
persons. 
Sheriff Cohen, Boyd's super­ 
ior, has been suspended pending an in­ 
vestigation. 
Ile einphatically denies 
that*he did anything with criminal in­ 
tent, and says the whole affair is a 
scheme of Rossman’s to kill him for the 
next nomination for sheriff, 
Perrin was

INSURANCE HEADQUAKTERS.

W ashington, March 20.—The time of 
the Senate was largely taken up with a 
speech by Senator Voorhees, who spoke 
on the resolution introduced by him last 
Monday relating to the causes of agri­ 
cultural depression. 
Mr. Voorhees at­ 
tributed the existing depression in a 
great measure to the protective tariff. 
Ho said the farmers of the United States 
to-day did not receive on an average 
more than IO cents a bushel for their 
corn, 50 cents for their wheat and from 
2 to 3 cents a pound for their hogs. 
Tho time would come, at no distant 
day, when the fanner would look on the 
proposition to tax him and his wife and 
children for the protection and benefit 
of other people beside himself as he 
would look on a law of Congress to 
establish the army worm and weevil on 
his wheat, to infest His cattle with mur­ 
rain and his hogs with cholera. 
Every pretense of a home market for 
the farmer was a fraud, and every pre­ 
tense of taxing wheat and oats and pota­ 
toes 
for 
his 
benefit 
was 
a cheat 
and a sham. 
It 
was 
a 
notorious 
and self-evident truth that the tariff as 
it now stood increased tho farmer's ex­ 
pense account from 35 to IOO per cent on 
every implement of industry with which 
he toiled, and last year binding-twin* 
had been enhanced to ta cents a pound 
by tile tariff and Twine trust. 
Mr. Vooroes declared that not only 
had there been no increase in the val no 
of land for the last quarter of a century, 
but there had been an absolute loss of 
35 per cent. 
If tin' improved farm lands 
of the United States were put to sale to­ 
day, under tile most favorable circum­ 
stances, they would not, he said, on a 
general average, realize 
thirds of what their 
twenty-five years ago. 
Tho fanners of the State of Ohio were 
now under mortgage to the amount of 
£300,000.000. 
In the Stato of Illinois 
things were no better, the mortgages In 
that State amounting to £402,000.000. 
Twenty-three lier cent of tile whole face 
of ttie State of Illinois was under mort 
gage. 
The State of Michigan was still 
worse. 
Forty-seven per cent of the 
whole surface of that State was under 
mortgage. 
In t Ho States of Indiana 
»n tacky, Missouri, Kansas, Iowa, Ne 
braska, and the whole Northwest 20 to 
0 per cent of tile farm lands were un 
der mortgage at such rates of interest 
as the farmers could never pay out of 
their crops, to say nothing of the princi 
pat. 
The remedies to be applied wera 
First, tariff reform; second, a full sup 
ply of legal tender money: third, the 
free coinage of silver: fourth, the sup­ 
pression by law of gambling in futures; 
fifth, a liberal policy of pensions.

TIRK MEAT INSPECTION HILL. 


Argument# 
Before the 
C om m ittee 
on 
Foreign R elations. 
W ashington, March 20.—William J. 
Campbell of Chicago made an address 
before Hie committee on foreign rela­ 
tions on the subject of inspecting salted 
meats, and admonished the senators that 
they were doing great injustice to his 
clients, the packers of Chicago, by 
passing a bill for that purpose. 
His 
plea was that Hie meats should not be 
inspected unless the government of the 
country to which they wero to bo ex­ 
ported required it. and that rule at 
present would apply only to Germany 
and France. 
Tile packers had no ob­ 
jection to such inspection, but did not 
want their foreign business hampered 
by general federal regulations. 
While Mr. Campbell's speech was a 
plain, business-like statement, it did not 
appear to have much effect upon the 
committee, and from the conversation of 
several members afterward it is believed 
that they will still Insist upon the pas­ 
sage of the bill, which is now on the cal­ 
endar of the Senate. 
They are of the opinion that our ex­ 
h o r ts of cured meats would be increased 
rather than embarrassed if each pack­ 
age bore tho certificate of tho United 
States til at its contents had been in­ 
spected and found to be wholesome and 
properly cured, and they believe, also, 
that if the meats shipped to France and 
Germany are inspected, the other gov­ 
ernments of Europe will demand tho 
same protection.

C h ic a g o . March ‘30.—The Steele court­ 
martial was resumed this morning in 
the presence of a large audience. Lieut. 
Crowder, Lieut. Steele's counsel, said 
before the proceedings began that he 
would not be able to conclude the de­ 
fense to-day. 
“We will introduce some witnesses to­ 
day, but others, who are important, will 
not be able to reach hero until to-mor­ 
row morning. 
There will be fourteen or 
more witnesses altogether.” 
Judge Advocate Murray read the rec­ 
ord of the first day s proceedings, the 
different witnesses being called in while 
their testimony was being read. 
This 
consumed much time. 
A few unimpor­ 
tant verbal changes were made in the 
testimony given by Wild, and the pro­ 
gress of the trial was resumed. 
Judge-Advocate Murray recalled Pri­ 
vate Wild for redirect examination. 
“ With what did Lieut. Steele strike 
you?” asked Capt. Mnrray. 
“ With his clenched fist, in the face,” 
replied Wild 
“ Did he strike you more than once?” 
“ No, sir.” 
On cross-examination Lieut. Crowder 
asked Wild: 
“ Was not this building 
which Lieut. Steele asked you to repair 
a government building?” 
•‘I don't know.” 
“ How long have you been in the ser­ 
vice, Wild?” 
“ I refuse to answer.” 
“ The court will recognize that this 
man can refuse to answer questions,” 
said Lieut. Crowder. 
Lieut. D u d le y of the court suggested 
to the judge-advocate to ask Wild how 
hard was the blow that Steele struck 
him. 
“ He hit me with all his might. 
Ile 
shot out his arm at me. 
I don’t know 
how hard he hit, but it felt hard to me. 
It almost knocked me down.” 
This closed tho prosecution for the 
present, and Lieut. Crowder called as 
the first witness for the defense John 
M. Commas, now a post-trader at Fort 
Pembina, North Dakota. 
Commas was sworn, and in reply to 
Lieut. Crowder said he knew the man 
whom ho saw in tho witness' chair yes­ 
terday. 
“ Who was the man you saw yester­ 
day?” said Lieut. Crowder to the wit­ 
ness. 
“ I knew him as Daniel P. Ward, and 
he waj a private in tho Fifteenth in­ 
fantry, in which I was a sergeant.” 
“ Do you know his reputation for truth 
and veracity?” 
“ I do.” 
“ Was it good or bad?” 
“ It was bad.” 
“ Would you believe him under oath?” 
“ I would not.” 
Sergt. Jacob Schall of Company I, 
Eighth cavalry, was called, who stated 
that Wild's reputation in his troon and 
at tile fort was bad, and he would not 
believe Wild under oath. 
What was Lieut. Steele’s conduct to­ 
ward the enlisted men?” 
“ He was always a gentleman,” said 
tho sergeant. 
Lieut. Crowder offered as evidence a 
portion of the record of Wild’s trial in 
which he swore that he had never be­ 
fore been in the army. 
“ We meant to offer this in connection 
with Connor’s evidence that ho knew 
this man as a member of the Fifteenth 
infantry, and thereby impeach W ilds 
veracity.” 
Private William Wright of troop F, 
Eighth cavalry, was next called. 
Pri­ 
vate Wright was in uniform and wore 
his saber. 
“ Do you know Private Wild’s reputa­ 
tion for truth and veracity?” 
“ It is very bad.” 
“ Would you believe him under oath?” 
“ It would depend on what he was 
called on to testify, 
lf he was interest- 
in it himself I would not believe 
him.” 
‘Have you ever heard Lieut. Steele 
accused of tyrannical conduct toward 
enlisted men?” 
•No, sir. 
He was always a gentle­ 
man.” 
Tho Judge Advocate recalled Wild to 
repeat a conversation whicli they had 
had in St. Paul, relative to securing 
members from the company to testify to 
his good character. 
“ I said that it would be 110 use to do 
that,*’ 
Wild related, “ becaused if I 
were in a company and should be called 
upon to testify in behalf of a private in 
behalf of an officer, I wouldn't do it. 
If 
I did, I would havo to skin out or the 
officer would make things hot for me, as 
they can upon the slightest provocation 
send a private to prison. 
I knew that

R etiring—News From Over

B e r lin , March 20.—General Von Ca­ 
p iv i, Commander of the Tenth Army 
Corps, has been appointed Chancellor of 
the Empire to succeed Prim e Bismarck. 
Herr von Boettieher becomes presi­ 
dent of the Prussian ministry. 
Count 
Eulenberg, governor of Ilessc-Xassau, 
succeeds Herr von Boettieher as minis­ 
ter of the Interior. 
Count Herbert Bis­ 
marck will receive an ambassadorship. 
Tile appointment of Gen. von Caprivi 
as Reichskanzler will doubtless be even 
more of a surprise in America than it 
was hero, and yet it is well known that 
there is no man in tile army who so thor­ 
oughly possesses the confidence of the 
Emperor as this warrior. 
Ile bears the 
full and formidable name of Georg Leo 
vqn Caprivi de Caproin de Montecuculi, 
and he has now just entered his sixtieth 
year. 
Gen. Caprivi is a lineal des endant of 
tho great Count Raimond de Montecu­ 
culi, who was so prominent a figure in 
tho wars of the seventeenth century, 
and whose great work, “ Memorie della 
Guerra de Instruzione d un General©,’* 
is tho foundation of the whole system of 
German strategy. 
Von Caprivi is an 
author like his illustrious ancestor. 
He has the credit of being tile fore­ 
most theoretic soldier of Europe, al­ 
though he has never so-m powder burned 
in anger more than three time*. 
His 
promotion in the army was due chiefly 
to tho profound impression which ho 
made upon Von Moltke during the war 
of 1886. 
Von Caprivi was attached to 
the general staff iu the campaign lead­ 
ing up to Sadowa, and his masterly man­ 
agement of the staff work laid tho basis 
for his later fcrtur.es. 
One of the feats for which he is given 
credit is the outline of the siege and tho 
reduction of Metz, iormally handed in 
by Iii rn to tile commander-in-chief im­ 
mediately upon the breaking out of tho 
Franco-Prussian war and before tho 
1 affair of Saarbruck. 
Every portion of 
his plan is said to have been worked out 
in the field with exactly the predicted 
results. 
Caprivi is a familiar figure in Berlin, 
where he lias for the last seven years 
been chief of the admiralty, a position 
corresponding to that of Secretary of 
tho Navy in America. 
He is a man of 
medium height, with thin gray hair and 
long. grizzled mustache. 
He wears 
glasses and lias the air rather of a pros­ 
perous professor in the university than 
the most scientific soldier now living, as 
he undoubtedly is. 
His advancement to 
the chancellorship is believed to be due 
to Von Moltke’s ardent friendship and 
admiration for him, a sentiment which 
he has brought the young “ war lord” to 
share. 
B e r lin , Mardi 20.— In a letter ad­ 
dressed to the Emperor Prince Bismarck 
gives his ago and failing health as rea­ 
sons for his retirement from the chan­ 
cellorship. 
The Emperor is being sub­ 
jected to a strong pressure to settle the 
present difficulty as soon as possible by 
the appointment of a successor to Bis­ 
marck.
